Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Waltz said that applicants wished to amend claim 1 to remove 
the "always" limitation and to incorporate the subject matter of claim 3 calling for a current controlling circuit. Ex. Shaw 
said that such an amendment would distinguish over the rejections based on Terayama et al. if the current controller 
were interpreted as shown at element 11 in figure 1 and discussed on page 7, lines 1-15 of applicant's specificaiton 
(the Terayama patent does not show current control In the sense of applicant's figure 1 , element 11). However, Ex. 
Shaw expressed concern that the capacitive and inductive elements shown as the element 1 1 of figures 2 and 3 could 
not be considered as current controllers in the same sense as the element 1 1 in figure 1 and indeed, the figures 2 and 
3 elements 1 1 do not appear to be current controllers at all. Ex. Shaw suggested that the labeling of element 11 in 
figures 2 and 3 be changed with corresponding changes to the specification in order to clarify this situation. Ms. Waltz 
said that the applicant's would be consulted on this issue.
